•HIGHLANDS, N. J.— A seashor* 
gold rush was underway as hun- 
dreds of people converged here in • 
himt for buried treasure. 

The reported discovery of six 
more eighteenth, century gold coins 
on the banks of the Shrewsbury 
river, near the Atlantic ocean, gave 
Impetus to the search. 

About 400 men, women and chll* 
dren streamed over the beaches be- 
ginning at chill dawn in a big beach- 
combing operation. Armed with 
rakes, screens, shovels, palls and 
assorted digging implements, many 
aifted tha sands in this legendary 
pirates* port of call. 

A Newark coh) dealer, Fred W. 
Burnet, said from descriptions of 
the coins found he believed them to 
be old Portuguese doubloons, pos- 
sibly pirates' treasure. He estimated 
that, In good condition, the coins 
probably are worth about $75 each. 

Fifteen of the coins have been 
discovered altogether since William 
Cottrcll, 75, first picked one up while 
■trolling on the beach. 

The oldest is dated 1735. 

The coins were turned up near 
the area of the previous finds, some 
below the high water mark. 

Stories of pirates' treasure - flew 
thick end fast in this. resort town 
of about 2,000 population. A crowd ! 
gathered to watch the excavations i 
of the hopeful hunters. 

Many believed the coins had been ! 
dug from the river bottom when the 
Sbrewabury was dredged about 12 
years ago. Sand from the dredging 
was pumped along the banks and 
has been washed and blown away 
during the years. .
